Wins  in  Appeal  TritMinal 
to  Reopen  Action 

iTie  Court  of  Appeal  ye.sterday 
gave  judgment  In  the  api>eal  brought 
by  Elizabfih  Patterson.  Vancouvei 
against  the  Home  Oil  Dlstribt^tors. 
and  other  oompanlss  operaUav  In 
the  Mainland  dtlea.  for  dama«es 
arising  out  of  an  aUaged  eonsplracy 
OQ  the  part  of  the  oil  cDmpanlee 
to  prevent  her  fnwn  selling  gasoline 
and  to  (  ontrol  the  price. 

Tlie  appeal  was  allowed  in  part 
by  varying  the  order  made  on  the 
application  of  the  respondents  to 
the  effect  that  the  appellant  should 
deliver  particulars  ot  the  specific 
paragraphs  ot  ths  statement  of 
claim  and  of  which  she  was  in  pos- 
^e.ssion  of  the  liiformatlon.  The 
decision  of  the  Appeal  Court  prac- 
tically rcoiK  ius  Un-  preliminaries  to 
[h"  actKjn  conuiunced  In  the  Su- 
preme Court  m  Vancouver. 

TO  OnrS  PABTiCITLABS 
The  court  yesterday  held  that  the 
appellant  was  in  delault  m  lailu-.tT 
lo  give  particular.s  in  so  far  as  .slit- 
was  at4e  to  do  .v>.  but  her  default 
did  not  disentitle  her  to  discovery 
if  she  was  entitled  In  accordance 
with  the  practice  of  the  court.

Mr.  Justice  Archer  Martin  save 
Judgment  for  varying  the  order  in 
a  lengthy  verbal  judgment.

•  A  letter  issued  by  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston  notes  a  tendency  of  crystallisation  of  the 
fundamental  issues  of  the  monetary  problem. 
There  are  two  proposed  roads  to  recovery,  one 
of  whic  h  the  letter  characterises  as  good  and  the 
other  as  bad.  The  former  Is  the  maintenance 
of  sound  currency,  as  decreed  by  Premier  R.  B. 
Bennett  of  this  country.  The  other  is  inflation. 
The  former,  according  to  the  First  National  Bank, 
mians  hardship  and  general  readjustments,  "but 
in  the  loiiK  run  it  is  the  only  one  that  can  pro- 
Vide  us  with  a  sound  basU  for  better  values  " 

In  dealing  with  inflation  the  letter  in  ques- 
tion .says  such  is  brought  about  by  currency 
and  bank  credit  expansion.    The  expansion  of 
currency  U  brought  abou^  by  the  increase  in  tiie 
existing  form,  or  by  fiat  monsy.  It  is  noted  that 
the  American  House  of  Hepresentatlves  passed 
tha.Ooldsb<*«ugh  Bill  in  May,  1932.  It  provided 
that  credit  and  currency  should  be  expanded 
to  an  axtent  that  would  lift  commodities  up  to 
the  1096  level.   The  mere  passage  of  this  Bill 
precipitated  heavy  withdrawal  of  foreign  funds 
from  the  country.  It  accelerated  hoarding  and 
contributed  to  the  sharp  decline  in  the  security 
markets  and  commodity  prices.    Thus  inflation 
produced  the  opposite  results  which  its  exponents 
anttetpated.  Not  only  that,  but  It  placed  upon 
1he  United  States  Treasury  and  the  Federal  Re- 
serve banks  a  Ulsk  impossible  ot  accomplish - 
aunt  The  fact  is  that  credit  and  currency  ex- 
pand In  respon.se  to  the  demands  of  industry  and 
trade,   when  an  artificial  surplus  of  currency 
and  credit  exists  it  merely  piles  up  excess  re- 
serves in  banks. 

The  letter  goes  on  to  point  out  that  at  present 
in  the  Vhlted  States  there  Is  an  ample  supply  of 
currency  outstanding  The  money  In  circulation 
today  is  about  $800,000,000  more  than  In  the  boom 
period,  whereas  the  value  of  business  transac- 
tions is  approximately  ^0  per  cent  below  that  of 
1929.  It  Is  pointed  out  that  the  greatest  danger 
is  not  the  depression  but  the  artificial  measures 
which  are  being  adv(yated  as  remedies.  There 
have  been  three  years  of  futUe  experimentation 
The  ttma  has  arrived  to  face  the  issues  squarely 
adopt  measures  whkh  tn  faadameattUj 


poinU  first  of  all  to  the  length  of  a  column  of 
fluid  in  a  glass  cylinder.

After  nrlowlng  protests  made  by 
the  OPJl.  against  railway  duplica- 
tion in  the  past,  and  summarizing 
suggestions  made  before  for  im- 
proving the  roUwoy  ottootlon,  Mr. 
Beatty  .mid: 

"I  have  .stated  the  objectl(ms  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  to  the  ccan- 
mission  s  plan.  We  are  iMwpored  to 
agree  to  all  proper  measurco  of  co- 
operation, but  we  cannot  cooMBt 
to  our  property  btinc  admlalsterod 
for  us,  but  at  our  expense,  by 
others.  We  cannot  agree  to  turn- 
ing over  to  an  arbitrary  body  the 
conduct  of  our  enterprise  and  the 
shaping  of  our  ixilicies.  when,  in 
the  nature  of  thing.i.  the  conse- 
quences must  be  borne  by  the 
shareholders.  This  is  not  regula- 
tion; it  is  the  assumption  of  com- 
plete powers  of  admlnUtratlon 
without  financial  req;x»slMllty. 

"Those  who  hold  estmae  views 
state  frankly  that  this  unification 
proposed  Is  aimed  at  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  and  is  an  at- 
(•empt  to  inure  or  destroy  the  prop- 
erty of  the  people  of  this  country. 
On  the  contrary,  it  alms  to  pre- 
serve the  Integrity  of  both  prop- 
erties and  the  investments  of  their 
owaen.

"Some  of  these  services  must  be 
consolidated,  and  standards  obserred 
which  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  cooBtry,  aad  no  more. 

"No  scheme  of  co-operation  be- 
tween competing  companies,  how- 
ever far  it  may  be  pursued,  will  ef- 
fect these  essential  economies,  w  itli- 
out  risk  to  the  integrity  of  one  prop- 
erty or  the  other,  and  correspond- 
ing damage  to  Canadian  credit.  The 
nece.VvSar>'  economies  can  be  Maehed 
through  some  form  of  unified  opera- 
tion and  control  It  can  be  done 
without  drastic  impairment  of  the 
serrlee  neceasafy  to  got  industries 
and  to  our  economic  stability  It 
Is  possible  to  do  all  this,  and  yet 
to  surround  the  operation  with  safe-

THE  RAILWAY  PROBLEM 

Sir, — Although  many  remedies 
have  been  prescribed  to  improve  the 
run-down  condition  of  the  jjatient.

sure  of  these  If  the  Industry  itself 
rests  on  Insecure  foundations.  If 
the  coimtry  is  unable  to  carry  its 
railway  burden,  nothing  can  protect 
railway  labor  from  the  effects  of 
dl.sorganlzatlon  and  unsettlement. 
The  division  between  two  systenu  of 
traffic,  sufllcient  for  one  only,  has 
led  already  to  short  time,  to  unem- 
ployment throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  Canada.  How  much 
better  It  would  be  to  have  the  In- 
dustry organized  on  rational  lines, 
so  that  a  permanent  staff  could 
normally  nly  ott  a  ftind  Bmiwi'i  of 
work. 

Tlie  necessary  adjustments  can- 
not be  made  without  some  disturb- 
ance of  staff.  But.  wisely,  handled, 
theee  need  c  use  no  wldesprsod  dis- 
comfort or  dlselocatloa.  Hie  normal 
turnover  of  labor  will  absorb  the 
majority  of  thoee  displaced,  as  the 
adjustments  are  made.  The  tem- 
porary inconvenience  Involved  will 
not  be  greater  than  that  resulting 
from  our  present  situation,  and  It 
will  lead  to  a  panuUMBt  0180  for 
the  worst  evUs. 

NO  BBABON  FOR  VEAR 

"Tliere  Is  not  (he  .<;llght&st  rpa.son 
to  fear  that  a  consolidated  system, 
operated  by  men  who  have  dealt 
fairly  with  employees  in  the  past 
and  who  know  the  priceless  sdvan- 
tsges  of  esprit  de  corps,  would  show 
lack  of  feellBff  In  working  out  the 
problem  of  reorganisation.

year  in  the  history  of  Canada.  In 
Uiat  year  the  Canadian  Pacific 
earned  a  substantial  surplus  over 
all  charges  and  dividends,  while

BE.SI  LT  OF  ECONOMIES 
"That  both  companies  strove  to 
off. set  the  enormous  decrease  in 
gross  earnings  by  effecting  econ- 
omies is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
the  dectooaa  la  operating  expenses 
of  tho  aaOooal  railways  of  1932 
as  compared  with  1928  was  ap- 
prosdmately  $100,000,000.  or  a  per- 
centage decrea.se  of  ."ig  per  cent. 
Decrease  In  the  r>p.-rating  exivnses 
of  the  Canadian  Pai  ific  in  the 
same  period  w.is  sa-r.-ioo  ooo,  or  46 
per  cent. 

"Neither  company  has  escaped 
the  devastating  consequences  of 
trade  stagnation  and  both  are  in- 
terested In  the  financial  Integrity 
of  the  inpestmeat  la  their  prop- 
ertlM.

"The  strongest  and  the  mast  fre- 
quent  argument  against  unification 
is  that  it  will  create  a  railway  mo- 
nopoly, and  that  that  is  not  in  the 
Interests  of  Canada.  To  this  feel- 
ing against  monoply  no  Canadian 
can  refuse  respect.  The  memory  of 
abuses  of  monoply  still  lingers.  Ad- 
mitting aU  that,  are  we  to  dlsi«gard 
the  pa  mage  of  time,  the  course  of 
legislation  during  the  Ia.st  thirty 
years,  and  the  adjustment  of  out- 
look forced  on  public  utility  execu- 
tive's by  the  progress  of  events?
